KING'S Bay, Spitzbergen, April 21.— 
A perfect day welcomed Captain Roald 
Amundsen and Lincoln HDllsworth this 
afternoon to King’s Bay, the starting 
point for their flight on the dirigible 
Norge over the top of the world to 
the North Pole, and possibly on to 
Point: Barrow, Alaska. The sun threw 
an intense white light'on the snow- 
covered mountains and glaciers of 
Spitzbergen, a world of glittering 


white and purple shadow, and before |- 


it the soft blue of the calm, ice-flecked 
sea. 

The Knut Skaaluren reached the 
dock at 8 o’clock and instantly work 
was begun to un'oad her hundreds of 
tons of stores, hydrogen, gasoline, 
fdod, &c. . 

About a mile from the dock the ship 
hit the ice and forced its way through 
slowly. The ship’s whistle was an- 

’ swered from the shore by the salute of 
a gun. Everybody was at the shore 
watching the ship. Captain Amundsen 
smiled happily at being back in the 
north again, and Mr. Ellsworth was so 
pleased that he put on a derby hat and 
paraded the.deck humming ‘‘Give my 
regards to Broadway,’’. thé first. man 
ever to Wear a derby in Spitzbergen. 

Voyage From Tromé#oe Perfect. 

The voyage from Tromsoe: of three 
and a half days was almost perfect. 
Only on one day, the second out, did 
the ship meet ice, when for six hours it 
drifted in a dense fog, surrounded by 
little icebergs and masses of drift ice, 
which made navigation dangerous. 
When the fog lifted, the voyage was 
resumed late yesterday afternoon. 

The first sight of Spitz en ob- 
tained was a huge white tooth of ice- 
covered rock rising from the sea beside 
a@ great table-like mountain. 

It was more than sixty miles away, 
but the setting was such as. Maxfield 
Parrish would be delighted to paint in 
a dream country. The scene, with the 
long gray sea and the horizon of white 
mountains touched with gold and rose 
where they caught the sun and blue 
in the shadows, was like a fantasy 
land of fire, ice and eternal sun. Above, 
the sky was touched with the soft re- 
flections of the sun on the ice below. 
“Stray golden dreams,” Mr, Ellsworth 
ealled it, and Captain Amundsen gaz- 
ing at it said: “People don’t know— 
dreams, . dreams, dreams! — such 
beauty.” 

The whole of the trip was far out- 
side of ordinary life, a voyage in an- 
ether world. Each night was shorter 
until last night, which had no dark- 
ness, the sun being below the horizon

ROME, April 21.—Rome today sol- 
emnly celebrated its 2,6798th birthday, 
whieh coincided with the ance 
of “@olonial Day” and “Labor Day.” 

It is not a mere coincidence that 
Rome’s birthday, whieh ttrfed all 
Italian thoughts to thé glorié# of the 
Roman Empire, that Colonial Day, 
which called to mind the colonies on 
which ancient Rome’s might was 
founded, and that Labor Day, which 
reminded Italians that greatness can 
be achieved only through hard work, 
should all have fallen upon the same 
day. 

It was Premier Mussolini himself 
who fixed the date, wishing thus to 
point out to his fellow citizens the 
road they must follow if they wish to 
realize their dream of empire. 


Rome’s birthday since Fascismo 
seized power, has always been cele- 
brated with great solemnity and pomp. 
It is intended to make Italians reflect 
upon the Roman origins of the Italian 
race and to reawaken in them that 
spirit which made the ancient Romans 
the rulers of the whole known world, 

Colonial Day was instituted by 


Italians of the necessity of colonial 
expansion if Italy ia to produce enough 
food to feed its citizens and to find 
work and means of sustenance for its 
rapidly increasing population. 

Labor Day, which used to be cele- 
brated on May 1 and was usually 
marked by violent disturbances and 
manifestations of class hatred, was 
transferred to April 21 by Il Duce, 
who wished thus to underline his 
policy of class collaboration. 


Mussolini Reviews Fascist Forces. 


The feature of today’s celebration 
was a review by the Premier of all 
Rome’s Fascist forces, including scores 
of thousands belonging to the Fascist 
trades unions. Signor Mussolini was 
greeted by Fascist citizens with the 
usual enthusiasm which accompanies 
his every appearance. When he ap- 
peared on the parade ground, when he 
proceeded along the ranks of the Fas- 
cisti, he was greeted by loud applause 
and acclamations, which were repeated 
when he left. 
| The review was a display of Fas- 
cismo’s strength, thousands upon thou- 
sands of Fascisti in military forma- 
tions being drawn up for the Premier 
to. inspect. 

In the morning Senator Corradini in

Wife Writes Defendant She Fears

BUFFALO, N. Y., April 21.—A lean, 
rangy youth in an ill fitting brown 
suit leveled an accusing finger at Rich- 
ard Reese Whittemore in the Erie 
County Court House here this after- 
noon, and pointed him out as one of 
a band of robbers who participated 
in the theft of a $93,000 payroll from 
the Marine Trust Company last Oct. 
29, when two bank messengers were 
shot and instantly killed. 

He was Alfred Guggisburg, who de- 
scribed himself as. ‘“‘just a common 
laborer,” and was one of three wit- 
nesses during the day to identify Whit- 
temore positively as having taken part 
in the robbery. The others, both print- 


ers, told of seeing him from the win- 
dows of their shops, which are near 
the scene of the crime. 

Guggisburg’s identification was by 
far the most impressive. His alertness 
on the witness stand, his unhesitating 
replies to questions, and the manner 
in which he stood his ground under a 
fierce cross-questioning from W. Bart- 
lett Sumner, the senior defense coun- 
sel, won him the undivided attention 
of the ¢ourtroom. — 


Wounded Guard Testifies. 


Six witnesses had preceded him. One 
of these, John H. Meyer, a bank mes- 


genger, wounded du the hold-up. 
clared he could not identify any of 
the robbers. He said,, moreover, that 
since the hold-up~he had been in a 


con: t state of fear lest some one

Mrs. garet Anthony, a book- 
keeper employed by the feal estate 
firm of Howard. Winship, Inc., gavé - 
vivid ——— of the crime, as did 
her employer, Mr: Winship, and his 
daughter, Miss Marian Winship. But 
none of them could identify Whitte- 
more, and all admitted as much. 

Raymond J. Fisher, a cigar store 
clerk, whose place of business at the 
time of the hold-up was in the bank 
building, also declared he could not 
identify the defendant, and so did 
Traffic Patrolman John T. Bunce. 

“Tell us,’’ Gemanded. the prosecutor 
of Guggisburg, ‘“‘what you know about 
the hold-up at the Bank of Buffalo 
branch of the Marine Trust Company 
on last Oct. 29.” * 

“I arrived at the bank at 8:55," said 
Guggisburg. “I had a savings account 
there. I had just been laid off by the 
Pierce-Arrow Motor Company and I 
wanted to deposit $10 from my wages 
in the bank. I thought the bank 
opened: at 9 o’clock.”’ 

Then in a voice that rang through 
the court room he swung a lean arm 
in the direction of Whittemore and 
said: ‘‘While I was waiting there I 
seen him.” 

Spectators Gasp. 


The spectators gasped audibly. The 
District Attorney arose from his seat 
and demanded: “You saw whom?” 

Whittemore’s eyes and those of the 
witness met. The defendant paled 
slightly. Then the witness faced the 
District Attorney again and exclaimed: 

“I saw this defendant, Richard Reese 
Whittemore, and I talked with him 
about the weather. Then he asked me 
what time the bank opened, and I told 
him I thought it opened at 9 o’clock.

The refusal of Weisbord ta permit 
himself te be ignored and eliminated 


left the situation obscure tonight. The 
only contact thus*far between the 


strikers and.Governor Moore*is ah in- 
vitation on behalf of thé Governor that 
Sigmund Unger, counsel for the strik- 


ers, attend a meeting on Friday in or 
near Passaic. He was asked to bring 


some strikers with him. 

Unger denied the assertion of Adjt. 
Gen. Frederick Gilkyson that he was 
making local arrangements for the 
meeting, and said he had no authority 
to bring a committee of mill workers 
to one. 

Weisbord’s* Contention. 


Weisbord contended that only the 
United Front Committee could appoint 
representatives to the meeting and that 


the committee had not been told of the 
conference, 


Henry F. Hilfers, Secretary of the 


New Jersey State Federation of La- 
por, said he had been asked to be 
present at the meeting and hoped that 
Weisbord would abide by his announce- 
ment three weeks ago that he would 
stand aside if there was any chance 
of settling the strike without his ef- 
forts. He éd that all the mills with 
the exception of Forstmann & Huff- 
mann’s had promised to send officials 
to the conference. 

Governor Moore declared-that he was 
hoping to settle the strike and would 
confer with the mill owners and strik- 
ers, but not strike leaders. He as- 
serted that the strikers had been ‘‘mis- 
led and manhandled by leaders who 
were unmistakably Communists.” 

The United Front Committee, said 
Weisbord today, had stood ready at 


all times to confer with any commit- 


tee for mediation, but, he went on, 
they had not, as announced, been 
asked to confer with. the Governor’s 
committee. He admitted that Sigmund 
Unger, Passaic attorney, who has rep- 
resented strikers in police courts here, 
had been approached by Mr. Gilkyson;

WAY IS PAVED FOR FRANCE 


Mellon Announces That French 
Settlement Is Nearer With the 
Italian Out of the Way..

WASHINGTON, April 21.—By a vote 
of 54 to 33, while packed galleries 
looked on, the Senate this afternoon 
ratified the agreement between the 
Italian and American Governments for 
the payment of Italy’s wartime and 
post-war indebtedness to the United 
States. 

Actually the vote for ratification was 
53 and the opposition 34, as Senator 
Reed of Missouri, bitter enemy of the 
agreement, voted to ratify to enable 
him to move to reconsider. i 

That motion has served to postpone 
putting the agreement into full effect 
and will reopen debate, but the major- 
ity for ratification is so large that an 
early disposal of the matter is ex- 
pected, especially in view. of assur- 
ances from Senators Reed and Borah 
that the opposition to, the agreement 


will not indulge in a filibuster. Debate 
under the motion to reconsider will be 
begun tomorrow. 


French Settlement Approached. 


With the Senate’s acceptance of 
Italy’s debt payment terms, another 
effort to adjust France’s national war 
indebtedness to the United States will 
pbe undertaken without delay. Immpe- 

diately upon belng infopmed of the 
Senate's ratification, Secretary Mellon, 
Chairman of the United States World 
War Debt - announced 
that a meeting “of the. commission 
tion is that the will take place 
Saturday.

ON BOARD THE S. S. CHANTIER, : 
BOUND FOR SPITZBERGEN, April 
20.—The ship’s crew and the members 
of the Polar expedition took a day off 
on Sunday for a much-needed rest 
after two weeks of very arduous 
duties. 

We brought 900 tons of coal in our 
afterhold, and, it is a great task re- 
moving it to the coal bunkers amid- 
ship. All‘hands, including the meteot 
ologist, W. C. Haynes, the movie men, 
the mates and Captdin Brannan and 
Chief Engineer Mulroy are shoveling 
coal, and évery one is getting into very 
excellent physical trim. 

It is getting light: enough now, due 
to our high latitude, to read a news- 
paper on deck at 3:30 o’clock in the 
morning. 

The foreward hold, where the air- 
planes are stored, is so large that there 
is ample room to work on the planes. 
Floyd O. Bennett and Service Mechanic 
Peterson have thoroughly gone over 
the motors, and we are now putting 
all special navigational equipment on 
the planes. We have made some spe- 


cial canvas hoods that completely 


cover the motors, with a small oe 
insthe bottom so that we can p 
gasoline stove under the motors 
to them. 

The. wonderful high frequency radio 
with which we are equipped ‘is so new 
a thing ana so Jittle is known about it 
that there has been much to work out. 

This low wave length is especially | 
susceptible to noises. It was found] 
necessary to put a sub-radio station 
astern on the poop deck so as to get 
away from the midship noises of the 
engines of. this ship, A little radio 
house is being built and insulated from 
the cold by celotex. 

Mr, Hanson, L. K. Granlie and G. H. 
James have worked day and night on 
the radio and now we are getting 
splendid results. We hope. for better 
results than could be hoped for with 
the low. frequency wave une which 
is generally used. 

The Chantier is also shuinped with 
long wave lengths for short distance 
‘| work. 

Radio amateurs in the United: States 
have seémed mueh interested in our 
shért wave set and we are in nightly 
communication witih them. 

The expedition is very fortunate in 
| having the services of Hanson, Green- 
lie. and James, as they are among the 
few who are qualified to. work with: 
short waves. It has been too rough 
to transfer Hanson to a homeward- 
‘|bound vessel, as we had expected 
to do.

Our members aré Concerned as an’ as- |} 


sociation solely -with the business 
aspects of publishing. . Yet there exists 
between us the close and necessary 
sympathy that comes of activity in 
the same fields, And in spite of-fhe 
fact that we are separated geographi- 
cally’ by.“immense distances, and ‘lim- 
ited in unrestrained intercourse by the 
difference in our native tongués, we 
are knit together by the bonds of a 
common. purpose and a common ideal. 


‘Bound By Common Ties. 


“And after all, it is not external 
similarity in manners of speech, but 
the deeper unity of conscious aims 
that gives to different people a close 
and sympathetic understanding ofeach 
other: This underlying ‘singleness of 
objective has existed from’ the-founda- 


tion of European colonies in the new 
hemisphere. It was the struggle for 
freedom and autonomy first by “the 
English, and later by the Latin-Ameri- 
can colonies’ that revealed the “influ- 
ence that binds all the peoples of our 
respective countries in common allegi- 
ance to democracy and liberty.

It was_ equally conclusively 
demonstrated that mail charges for 
transportation only, without “ny dis- 
tribution by the Government, are far 
out of line as compared ‘with any’ or 
all other charges by*other transporta- 
‘tion agencies. Furthermore, it was 
shown to the-Joint Committee’s satis- 
faction that the increases in postal 
rates since 1920 have curtailed the dis- 
tribution and ‘transportaion of. news- 
papers through the mails with injury 
to the public and no correspon@ing 
Finally, 
while the Postmaster General has de- 
clined to recommend a reduction in 
second class rates or,to approve a spe- 
cial bundle rate, he no longer advo- 
cates a 100 per cent. incregse, or any 
increase in fact, in newspaper rates. 

“The Joint Committee of Congress is 
now considering Senate Bill, 3544, in- 
troduced by Senator McKellar of Ten- 
nessee. This measure provides for a 
return to the 1920 rates and at the 
recent hearings in Washington, Sena- 
tor McKellar announced he would. pro- 
pose an amendment to cover a bundle 
rate. 


Rail Mail Rate Hearing.

“This has not taken: place as yet, 
and, while it is impossible to forecast 
the result, it is not imprudent to say 
that.even if the petition finally is re- 
jected, a record will have been made 
which will put our views squarely be- 
fore-the commission.. That which we 
seek to prove is best summed up in our 
petition of intervention as follows: 

***The. petitioner respectfully repre- 
sents, therefore, that if allowed to in- 
tervene in this’proceeding, it will sub- 
mit, among other matters relating to 
the rates in controversy, the following 
evidence: 

‘1, That the cost of postal trans- 
portation of newspapers is excessive 
as compared with the cost of other 
methods of transportation and distri- 
bution involving. substantially similar 
service. 

2. That such excessive cost results 
in part from the present practices of 
the Postoffice Department with re- 
spect to the transportation and dis- 
tribution of the mails. 

** 3. That the charges for transpor- 
tation paid the railroads could be ma- 
terially reduced if various appropriate 
kinds of transportation service were 
substituted for the one form of. highly 
expensive passenger train transporta- 
tion, now almost exclusively used by 
the Postoffice Department, even: for 
the cheapest and most bulky forms of 
non-perishable commodities. z 
‘“ "4. That if the methods of trans- 
porting the mails are properly revised, 
the cost to the railroads for the ser- 
vice rendered by them can be mate- 
rially reduced. * 

8. That as to a large volume of 
newspaper circulation now distributed 
by e Postoffice Department, the 
sole out-of-p-cket expense to the de- 
partment is the transportation rate 
paid to. the railroads under the order 
of this commission, since the news- 
paper publishers deliver their bundles 
to the car; put them in the car, at 
their own expense, and have thém 
picked up by their dealers at point of 
destination without handling cost to 
the department. 

No Extra Rall Costs. 

“6. That as‘to that part of. news- 
paper circulation distributed. on rural 
routes, the newspaper publisher: sub- 
ject the Postoffice. Department to 
practically no expense for distributing 
or handling such circulation; that the

That under the present second class 
postal rates, petitioner’s members have 
been forced to seek other methods of 
distribution, or in the absence of jess 
expensive methods, have been com- 
pelled to curtail their mail distribution 
because they could not’ afford to pay 
the cost thereof, and subscribers would 
not pay it through increased subscrip- 
tion charges. : 

“ ‘That as a result, it is now impos- 
sible for petitioner’s members to in- 
crease theif volume of circulation 
through the mails. That since. any 
further increase in the transportation 
rates allowed the railroads may result 
either in increased second class postal 
rates, or in further curtailment of sec- 
ond: class postal, service, petitioner’s 
members and the, public at large will 
be greatly damaged by the allowance 
of any such increased transportation 
rates to the railroads without a proper 
readjustment of the transportation 
practices of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment,’ ” 


Would Help Government. 


Mr. Barnum, after presenting his re- 
port, told the meeting that his com- 
mittee had impressed upon the Con- 
gressional: Committee the fact that 
newspapers could now ship cheaper by 
railroad baggage, auto truck and trol- 
ley than by mail, and that a return .to 
the’ 1920 rates would be beneficial to 
the* Government as well as to the 
newspapers, because it would cause the 
papers to return a tremendous volume 
ef. busifiess to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment immediately. 


a 20 per cent. decrease im the volume 
of newspapers shipped by’mail. ff the 
rates are changed as we wish, the as- 
sociation will pledge itself to return 
millions of pounds annually to the 
mails. We have demonstrated that ‘at 
the rates we propose the Government 
can make 150 per cent. profit on the 
cost of the service it will give.” 

Elisha Hanson, 
sentative of the Postal Committee, 
said that the new cheap bundle rate 
proposed by the association was based 
on the theory that the Post Office: De- 
partment. could simply carry news- 
dealers’ bundies:from city to city, leav- 
ing the~publisher or dealer to handle 
the distribution at the point of dés- 
tination, instead of mail carriers dis- 
tributing the papers. Under this sys- 
tem, he said, the publishers would pay 
the Government only for the trans- 
portation and not for distribution. 

At present; Mr. son pointed out, 
the Post Office Department pays the 
railroads an average of $15.75 for car- 
rying 1,500 pounds of mail fifty miles 
a day for séven days, whereas the pub- 
Jlishers have to pay the Post Office 
Department $286) for the same service 
for the same period. ‘ 


Mail Now Being Diverted. 


“As-a result,’’ he added, “‘the pub- 
lishers have diverted from the mails 
all the dealers’ bundles except those 


going to places served by nothing but 
the mails.’’ 

“The Washington Star,’’ he went on, 
“pays 30 cents a hundred pounds six 
days a’ week to ship pers to Ma- 
nassas, Va., by rai baggage, - but 
on Sunday the trains do not stop 
there, so it has to pay the Post Office 
Department $1.90 a hundred pounds to 
carry the bundles and throw them off 
& “moving train.’ The Post Office’ De- 
partment pays the railroad company 
a little less than 12. cents a’ hundred 
pounds for the transportation.’” ° 

Mr. Hanson said the bundle rate 
advocated by the association was 30 
cents a hundred pounds for the first 
zone, ‘within fifty miles of the office 
ef publication; 40 cents a hundred 
pounds forthe second zone, up to 150 
Miles (97 per cent. of newspaper dis- 
tribution throughout the country is in 
the second zone, he said) ;'55 ¢ents for

tiles, which he said was ‘the limit of 
undile distribution of newspapers. . 
. “In the last twenty-five years,” Mr. 
Hanson went on, ‘‘the Government. has 
supervised the building of 500,000 miles 
of hard ‘roads throughout the country,

Miles of railroads. ‘During the. last 
twenty-five years passenger and mail 
train. mileage on the railroads has de- 
creased 20 per cent., because short 
haul traffic has gone over to the auto-

The report of the open shop commit- 
tee gave the. following summary: of 
labor conditions:

A few localities re- 
ported .workmen of an inferior grade 
as out of employment; but generally 
the demand was brisk with an inade- 
quate supply of competent men. The 
schools for teaching boys and girls the 
groundwork of the printing art ‘have 
practically confined their efforts to two 
or three branches, such as.linotype, job 
pressmen and compositors. Addition- 
al departments should be established 
in each school fer the instruction of 
apprentices in newspaper ad-setting, 
make-up, &c.: . 

“The labor market for the coming 
year is not at all promising. If news- 
papers generally continue to increase 
the size of their editions, more ma- 
chines will bé demanded and conse- 
quently more men. This means’ that 
the demand for apprentices as well as 
for experienced men in newspaper 
work will be’ greater. The present 
scope of education will have to be ex- 
tended greatly if the requirements are 
to be adequately me}. ; 


For More Printing Schools. 

The committee on printing trades 
schools urged the establishment of ad- 
ditional schools in all parts.of the 
country, saying: ~ i 

“Although the “four ‘schools “now 
established-and bdperating Have accom- 


plished and are accomplishing satis- 
factory results, your committee. be- 
lieves that .other schools should be 
established in sections not now covered 
by the above four echeols: New Eng- 
land and. the ‘Middle West are still 
without schools, ani your committee 
recommends to publishers in those sec- 
tions that they seriously consider the 
advantages to be derived from having 
printing trades schools established in 
their sections. . ‘ 

“It is hoped that publishers in sec- 
tions in which there are no printing 
schools established will give serious 
consideration to the establishment of 
such schools, and publishers may re- 
ceive assurance that such schools, if 
operated in compliance with standards 
of this association, will receive hearty 
cooperation and financial support. 

“For the most part, at the present 
time, the four schools which are re- 
ceiving our endorsement and support 
are concentrating their efforts on com- 
position. It is the belief of your com- 
mittee, and of the Board of Directors, 
that schools should include photo-en- 
graving and sterotyping departments.” 


‘Larger Papers Published. 


A great increase in circulation. and 
advertising, resulting in larger news- 
papers and a growing consumption of 
newsprint, Was reported by, the paper 
committee, which said in part: 

‘While 1925 production of. the United 
States, Canada ahd Newfoundland 
shows dn increase of 250,000 tons, or 
8 per cent. over 1924, consumption of 
newsprint by the United States’ in- 
creased approximately 8 per cent. dur- 
ing the. same period. The first two 
months of the present year show a‘13 
per cent. increase, indicating that con- 
sumption may not yet have returned to 
its normal percentage of increase.

1926 than during 1924; during the same 
period the Sunday papers published an

‘Were we to. believe the testimony 
of the wet. witnesses that appeared be- 
fore this honorable body | week. we 
should conclude that prohibition is: re- 
sponsible for every species of crime 
and of every class of criminals in the 
United States today,” said Father Cur- 
ran. ‘‘Nero, the Roman fiddler and 
Emperor, played much the ame tac- 
tics in his day as the wets do in our 
day, so that when anything went 
wrong in the City of Rome or through- 
out the empire he blamed it on the 
Christians. 

‘While the whole world knows that 
there are abuses without number at- 
tendant upon the enforcement of the 
Volstead act, yet’ there are few who 
acknowledge that they were almost 
infinitely more violations of the de- 
funct liquor laws of State and nation. 
Practically all of the same agencies at 
work today striving to frustrate the 
observance of the . dry law were at 
work formerly doing their utmost to 
prevent the proper enforcement of the 
wet law. 

“At the bottom of the whole scheme 
and conspiracy is the aim and ambi- 
tion: of the wet people to make easy 
money and make it without considera- 
tion the law of God, the law. of hu- 
manity or the law of the nation. 

“Thus, the wets have corrupted our 
county courts, our city officials, our 
Judges and juries, and other State and 
national officers, that through fraud 
and btibery they may attain in the ac- 
cumulation of wealth, regardless of the 
injury done to law and order. 

“It is my honest opinién that there 
would be no effort made to modify | T 
the Voletead act, and restore thereby 
wines and liquor, if the wets did not

“Further, it had become a common 
thing for brewers to take out a license 
for a certain house’ and authorize the 
people living therein to wait upon the 
bar. In many cases while the fathers 
of families weré at work the children 
of the home attended the bar. 

“If our, wet citizens are so pafriotic 
and solicitous about the modification 
of the Volstead act because, as they 
claim, its non-enforcement is a dis- 
grace to thé nation, why do they not 
likewise demand aerepeal or modifica- 
tion of the law forbidding the manu- 
facture, sale, transportation and {m- 
portation of opium and other poisonous 
narcotics, which are far more deadly 
to so many of our people than the 
worst. kind of hooch or moonshine?’”’ 

Father Curran referred to the testi- 
mony of Father Francis Kasaczun, 
parish priest at Sugar Notch, although 
not naming him.

INTOXICATION DEFINITIONS. 

Miss'Cora Frances “Stoddard of . the 
Scientific Temperance Federation of 
Boston, who was the next witness, pro- 
tested against favorable consideration 
of-any ‘of the wet or semi-wet bills 
now pending before the committee. 

“If the Prohibition Enforcement act,” 
said Miss Stoddard, ‘'was changed to 
define intoxicating liquors as those in- 
toxicating in fact, it would seriously 
complicate administration of the law. 
It would become mecessary to d 
intoxication itself. This word may be 


defined in a legal sense as réferring 
to a visible considerable loss of ‘the 


‘| ordinary control of mental faculties: or 


bodily functions. 

“But medical. authorities acquainted 
with modern experimental work with 
alcohol apply the term intoxication to 
stages: of. alcoholic poisoning as well 
as to that of drunkenness. 

“A notable series of experiments Was 
performed at the Carnegie Nutrition 
Laboratory récently with beverages 
containing no more than 2.75 per cent. 
alcohol by weight. 

“The ‘experimenting scientists used 
the latest and most delicate devices tor 
testing the subjects with and without 
alcohol. They found that even this 
mild alcoholic drink taken in quantities 
which thésubject"had no difficulty in 
consuming diminished muscular steadi- 
ness, reduced ability to dé work re- 
quiring quick spurts of activity, still 
more reduced ability to do work re- 
quiring constant effort and attention, 


impaired speed and accuracy in mental} 1, 


work. 

“The experimenter, Dr. W. R. Miles, 
concluded from these experiments with 
2.75 per cent. alcoholic drinks that ‘it 
will be difficult to challenge the con- 
clusion. that ‘these changes represent 
other than a decrease in organic effi- 
-clency due to the depressive action of 
ethyl alcohol—there is no longer_room 
for doubt in reference to the toxic ac-

UTICA, N. Y., April 21.—The session

_ Special resolutions submitted by_ the 
committee on temperance condemned 
the State referendum and all efforts 
to modify’. the Volstead act. They 
called for a stricter enforcement of the 
law and opposed the nomination and 
re-election of United States Senator 
Wadsworth. 

All of the. officers of the conference 
‘were re-elected, including Bishop Adna 
‘W. Leonard, who is President, Aaron 
B. Corbin of Ilion, Secretary, and C. H. 
Carter of Oswego, Business Agent. 

‘Mr. Davis read the resolutions regard- 
ing the State referendum bill adopted 
by the Board of Directors of the league. 
He declared that the drys would devote 
their attention to the real referendum 
at the next election, namely, the elec- 
tion of dry candidates. 

“The Republican Party, through its 
official ‘spokesman, pledged itself to 
‘ enact a State enforcement law,”’ said 
Mr. Daivs. “It failed to keep its 
pledge during the legislative sessions 
of 1925 and 1926. It listened to the se- 
ductive voice of -7et New York City 
and to the counsels of the equall 
Senator Wadsworth and Dr. Butler. 
It seeks to regain political power and 
pense by catering to the wets; be- 
jieving that at the e time it can, 
' through specious appeals to party 
loyalty, retain the support of its great 
dry up-State constituency. 

As wet leaders in Albany thought 
that they would be able quietly and 
speedily to kill the bill they had prom- 
ised the voters to enact into law.

? Senate had wasted an unconscionable 


amount of time in discussing and 
finally voting to ratify the Italian debt 
settlement. What the House got 
through in three days the Senate 
kept under consideration for three 
months. Yet the delay has not been 
wholly without compensations. The 
digcussions have helped in the educa- 
tion of public sentiment respecting 
the wholé question of the war debts. 
It may be he ved that even some Sen- 
ators have acquired needed instruc- 
tion. The agreement with Italy was 
cheerfully denouriced by Senator REED 
of Missouri as an act of “grand lar- 
ceny,’’ at the expense of American 


‘ taxpayers. At the other extreme stood 


some who predicted that in the course 
of time the whole debt would have to 
be canceled. It was clear in the end 
that @ majority of the Senate swung 
round to the view that the terms of 
the Italian settlement were the- best 


. that could now be obtained and that 


the wisest plan is to sponge that con- 
troversy from the international slate 
and have done with it. 

It. appears beyond doubt that the 
closing up of the case with Italy will 
expedite an agreement with France. 
The latter is, according to the best in- 
timations, in a forward state of nego- 
tiation. Its terms are said to be some- 
what more attractive to our Debt 
Funding Commission than were those 
offered last year by M. CAILLAuUx. 
Undoubtedly there will be another out- 
cry when the plan is made public. 
But it is evident that there will be no 
extensive popular backing for Sen- 
ators who place themselves in the 
way of winding up the whole business. 
The country has come to: perceive 
that for the present the safest course 
is to accept recognition of the debts, 
with partial payments for a few years, 
in the hope that later on some com- 
prehensive readjustment may be made 
which will be more satisfactory all 
round. . Until that day comes we had 
best take what we can get while await- 
ing a permanent arrangement which 
will avoid the © “difficulties, that may 
soon amount td impossibilities, in ‘the 
transfer yeatly of vast sums of 
money from Europe to the yer 
States. 


PEACE: PROSPECTS IN THE RIFF. 

If there is a break-down in the peace 
negotiations: with Asp-EL-Krim, it 
will.not he because of disagreement on 
fundamentals. The Riff counter-pro- 
posals to the terms laid down by 
France and Spain are a virtual admis- 
sion that Asp-EL-Krim is beaten. He 
accepts the position laid down last 
year by Premier PaInLteve, who de- 
clared thatif the Riffs recognized the 
suzerainty of the Sultan of Morocco 
all other questions might be adjusted 
on the basis of autonomy for the 
mountain tribes. To an American 
newspaper man, the Emir stated the 
other day that he would not haggle 
over terms like independence and au- 
tonomy. The Riffs now argue that 
instead of ‘‘ submitting ’’ to the Gov- 
ernment at Fez they will only recog- 
nize the ‘‘ spiritual and temporal au- 
thority '’ of the Sultan. This is a dis- 
tinction without a difference. Even 
more significant is the mild demurrer 
raised to the proposed removal of Asp- 
eL-Krim from the Riff country. If he 
must be. exiled, it is contended, it 
should be to some Mohammedan land. 
Obviously this is the tone of surrender 
and is not to be explained by any in- 
tention on the part of .the tribesmen 
to drive a wedge between the French 
and the Spaniards. It gives away too 
much of the Riff case. 

The difficulties that remain. to be 
adjusted, according to reports from 
the spot, arise from a difference of 
opinion among the ‘victors as to de- 
tails of the settlement, This is a fairly 
common phenomenon in peace confer- 
ences. Although the exile of App-gL- 
Krim would follow closely the prec- 
edent set by Frahce three-quarters of 
a century ago in Algeria, in the. case 
of the heroic App-EL-Kapmr, this time 
it is understood that the French are 
not insistent upon the expatriation of 
the Riff chieftain. They are rather 
inclined to believe that he might be 
utilized as a force for peace and unity 
among the tribesmen. Spain, on the 
other hand, expects to see the Rift 
confedération fall apart and the non- 


once ABD-EL~Krim is removed from 
the scene. It is highly doubtful, how- 
ever, whether Spain, with peace in 
sight, will choose to prolong a war 
that may yet call for desperate fight- 
ing, though the outcome would seem 
‘to be assured,

“ STABILIZING PRICES” THROUGH 
THE FEDERAL RESERVE. ! 
Recent ‘Congressional hearings in 
relation to a proposed amendment to 
the Federal Reserve law, instructing 
the Reserve system to use its redis- 
count rates to ‘‘ promote stability in 
prices,”’ brought to light again.curious 
ideas. which have lately prevailed in 
many quarters. As it now stands, 
the law provides that the Federal 
banks, subject to review by the Re- 
serve Board, are empowered to estab- 
lish official discount rates which 
“shall be fixed with a view of accom- 
modating commerce and business.’’ 
The proposed amendment, would alter 
this by providipg that the rates ‘* shall 
be fixed with a view of accommo- 
** dating commerce and promoting a 
‘* stable level of prices,’® and that *‘ all 
‘*of the powers of the Federal Re- 
‘serve system shall be used for pro- 
‘* moting ‘stability of the price level.’’ 
Its author, ‘ Representative Strona of 
Kansas, when introducing it in Con- 
gress, referred to the rise and fall of 
the ‘‘ wholesale price index ’’ since the 
‘war; declared that *‘ maintenance of 
** the existing price level will be the 
‘* most nearly just.as between debtors 
‘and .creditors’’; argued that, since 
Congress is constitutionally empowered 
to coin méney and regulate the value 
thereof,’’ it is by implication author- 
ized to regulate prices, and asked why, 
since the Federal Reserve ‘‘is con- 
** trolling the gold price level of the 
“entire world,” its gold standard 
of prices should not be ‘a ‘stable 
standard.” 

Experts called by the ——— tes- 
tified cautiously, evidently perceiving 
that the real purpose of the proposal 
was to prevent a@ decline in agricul- 
tural prices. But they did not refrain 
from suggesting. some awkward con- 
siderations. which. surround the plan. 
The Governor of the Philadelphia 
Reserve Bank asked what would hap- 
pen to our competitive export trade, 
supposing American prices to be ar- 
tificially stabilized while prices in 
England and Germany weré declining. 
How would American producers of an 
exportable surplus then regard the 
stabilizing measure? Further, it was 
pointed out that, &As the decline in 
average prices since last Summer had 
occurred mostly in grain and cotton, 
it was not at all clear how the Re- 
serve system should go to’ work. The 
average might be ‘‘ stabilized ’’ by an 
advance in other products as well as 
by a halt to the decline in agricul- 
tural commodities. 

If the supposed power were to be 
exercised directly on farm products, 
why would not the consumer be pre- 
Vented from getting the benefit of a 
very abundant crop, or, in a case of 
harvest shortage, the producer be shut 
off from a compensatory higher price 
for what he had actually raised? As 
for the~ practical possibilities, the 
trend of judgment evidently was 
that, while an abnormal and highly 
speculative rise in prices (such as 
that of 1920) could in a measure be 
restrained by the exercise of the 
Reserve system’s power over credit, 
there were distinct limitations to the 
power of stopping a decline through 
the same machinery. 

The most obvious trouble with all 
these moré or less ingenious schemes 
for preventing a general rise or fall 
in prices is that they airily brush 
aside the operation of supply and de- 
mand. That the price of cotton, 
after ‘our planters had produced 16,- 
000,000 bales last year, could be kept 
at the same level as it reached after 
the 9,700,000-bale crop of 1922, is not 
supposable. The steel trade has for 
several years been stimulated by un- 


‘| precedented requirements for new con- 


struction, and the idea was lately ex- 
pressed very widely .that the war- 
time shortage of housing facilities had 
now been fully made good.and that 
possibly there had been “‘ overcon- 
struction.” If this had happened and 
a considerable reduction in demand 
had ensued, prices for building ma- 
terial would normally have reflected 
the altered position. v 

As a matter of fact, the general 
average of commodity prices has 
been unusually stable since the mid- 
dle of 1922. According to the Labor 
Bureau’s ‘‘index number,’’ it then 
stood at 155, or. 55 per cent. above 
the average of 1913; declined slowly 
to 145 in June, 1924; recovered to 
160 last July, and by this year ‘had 
fallen back again to 155. This rela- 
tively slight variation / in the average 
has occurred notwithstanding an ad- 
vance in the average price of farm 
products alone, during. the same in- 
terval, from 131 to 163 and a reac- 
tion to 150. The generally narrow 
variation of prices was attributed on 
the markets to the prudent purchas- 
ing policy of merchants and the care- 
ful adjustment of manufacturers’ out.

NEW INTERSTATE PROBLEMS. 
Rivers are so often political bounda- 
Ties that the construction of tunnels 
and bridges is creating new problems 
of interstate commerce. Common car- 
riers are multiplying over way 
routes of hundreds of tiles crossing 
State ‘ines, yet they are unregulated, 
‘with results resembling the old prac- 
tices of the railways. To quote a 
speaker before the Connecticut Manu- 
facturers’ Association: ““*Rate dis- 
**criminations, rebating and, all the 
mold railway problems are present 
“now in the motor-truck industry, 
*“tand as people clamored for railway 
“regulation in 1887, so some regula- 
**tion of the new industry must be 
“made.” This is particularly’ true of 
the traffic over the bridges and 
through the tunnels between New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
It is certainly interstate, but is not 
covered by the Transportation act. 

The three States named above have 
presented a novel suggestion to Con- 
gress. They have agreed to give the 
officials of one another the power fo 
|regulate traffic over the entire route 
by bridges and through tunnels by 
joint or. concurrent action. Senator 
Cuwmins raised the question of con- 
stitutionality, and Senator Epce said 
that the situation called for an ex- 
perimental solution. Two-State and 
three-State treaties are permissible, 
with the consent of Congress, and 
have been familiarized. by the Port 
Authority precedent. But transcon- 
tinental transportation treaties are 
impracticable. Congress would never 
consent to be ousted from its national 
jurisdiction. The Motor Truck Asso- 
ciation of America has condemned 
regulation, declaring that it would 
mean the death of motor transporta- 
tion. It also would prevent farmers’ 
cooperatives from using the high- 
ways. On the other hand, the Na- 
tional Association of Railway and 
Public Utility Commissioners has ap- 
proved regulation of highway, common 
carriers in the interest of the public 
welfare and in justice to competitive 
carriers of both sorts.

Optimistic Views on Results of 

French Education Are Rejected. 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 

I find, myself in disagreement with 
Professor Gottheil on two points which 
‘he tried to set forth in his letter pub- 
lished in Tue Timms of today. 

That the schools backed by French 
efforts promise to produce “‘a Syrian 
Commonwealth that will shout the 
language of patriotism’? sounds to the 
Syrian as far from being the fact. 
Such schools as exist are mainly mis- 
sionary schools, most of which have 
been operative in ‘Syria over a period 
ranging from twenty to. eighty years. 
Such schools had before the war a 
population of more than 30,000 pupiis. 
At the present time the conditions are 
exsentialiy the same excepting perhaps 
a somewhat larger number. However, 
as the Syrian eonsiders the resu'ts 
of those‘luug years of French mission- 
ary efforts, he fails to see the product 
Dr. Gottheil speaks of. The truth is 
that these schools, which by far are 
the greatest educational unit, exist for 
purposes other than united patriotism. 
They are there to preach mainly two 
things: (1) French ' ‘ideals as opposed 
to national aspirations, and (2), nar- 
row sectarianism and actual religious 
hatred.

‘The New York Federal 
Reserve Bank last week reported. a 
large ‘increase in bills discounted and 
a consequent enlargement of earning | 
assets, but this was largely the effect’ 
of temporary conditions due to banks’ 
arrangements for shipments of cur- 
rency to Cuba. There has been an 
almost uninterrupted decrease since 
the first of the year in bank loans
